Chap.  II. —  Duties  of  the  Wife. 

« - To  «tudy  household  good, 

And  giKid  works  in  her  husband  to  promote.” 

As  tlie  duties  of  the  wife  are  extensive  in  compass 
and  complicated  in  their  nature — as  they  vary  in 
accordance  with  the  station,  circumstances  and 
disposition  of  the  husband — a  minute  illustration 
of  the  whole  circle,  might  be  extended  to  a  well 
filled  volume.  Hence  in  a  single  chapter,  I  sliall 
be  able  only  to  glance  briefly  at  a  few  of  the  most 
prominent  of  those  duties  which  are  incumbent 
upon  all  wives  in  all  ordinary'  circumstances. 

The  Deity  has  designed  every  creature  for  a 
particular  sphere  of  action — the  characteristics  »f 
which,  depend  upon  the  nature,  the  capabilities  of 
each  being.  It  is  the  operation  of  this  general  rule, 
that  the  young  lady,  on  becoming  a  wife,  finds  (or 
should  find)  a  new  class  of  duties,  obligations,  and 
responsibilities  devolving  uixm  her — all  growing 
out  of  the  peculiar  station  she  is  called  to  occupy,  i 
She  is  not  the  husband,  nor  tlie  master,  nor  the ! 
domestic,  nor  the  child,  but  she  is  the  wife,  the  | 
companion,  the  mistress  of  the  household  ;  and  as ! 
such,  she  has  a  sjihere  of  action  different  from 
otliers,  and  peculiar  in  itself — a  sphere  of  another  I 
character  from  that  occupied  by  her  husband,  yet  I 
no  less  important,  no'  less  res|)onsiblc,  and  no  less 
necessary  to  be  ])rudenily  and  faithfully  filled. 
If  the  husband  does  not  properly  discharge  his  du¬ 
ties,  the  fountains  of  all  family  prosjierity  and 
happiness  arc  destroyed.  Hut  though  the  husband 
may  be  industrious  and  faithful  in  all  that  pertains 
to  him,  still  if  the  wife  fails  in  discharging  her  ob¬ 
ligations,  his  efl()rts  will  all  be  in  vain — neither 
prosperity  nor  enjoyment  can  attend  the  family. 
Hence  the  responsibility  resting  off  the  wife  to 
discharge  her  duties  faithfully,  is  as  weighty,  and 
calls  for  as  jicrfcct  fulfilment,  as  that  of  the  hus¬ 
band. 

The  first  and  most  obvious  duty  of  a  wife,  is  to 
strive  to  promote  her  husban(r.s  hajiiiiness.  This, 
it  is  true,  is  a  reciprocal  duly,  e(|ually  binding  on 
l)oth  panics  in  the  marriage  contract.  But  still 
from  the  tenderness  and  affection  which  dwell  in 
woman’s  heart,  atid  from  her  greater  ability  to  be 
attractive  atul  pleasing,  it  stems  more  directly 
within  the  itrovincc  of  tlie  wife,  as  it  is  certainly 
more  in  her  power,  to  set  the  example  in  those 
jileasing  and  reciprocal  attentions,  which  so  highly  j 
conduce  to  the  enjoyments  of  married  life.  And 
tliere  is  no  other  possible  manner  in  which  she  can 
succeed  in  making  her  husband  kind,  agreeable, 
and  pleasant,  thati  by  striving  to  iiromom  his  en¬ 
joyments  by  assiduous  and  imwearied  attentions.  | 
Hence  the  necessity  whicli  calls  upoti  the  wife  to 
make  her  liushand’s  h.ippincss  an  object  of  para- 
tnount  importance.  When  the  husbtind  is  hajipy, 
his  wife  necessarily  iiartieipatcs  in  his  etijoymenis. 
But  when  the  husband  is  unhappv,  cati  the  wife  i 
fail  to  be  unhappy  also?

improvement  and  amelioration  of  all  under  their  | 
influence.  These  laws  were  oidaincd  in  wisdom, 
dictateil  by  love,  and  harmonise  in  all  their  points, 
and  bearings,  with  a  being  cf  spotless  purity  and 
jierfection.  "^he  wise  enactor  of  them  is  revealed 
to  us  as  a  just  God  and  Saviour;  as  rea|)ing  only 
where  lie  has  .sown,  and  gathering  only  where  He 
has  strown.  He  is  present  in,  and  rules  over  every 
part  of  Ills  vast  domain — frotn  the  largest  grade 
of  the  animal  kind, down  to  the  smallest  insect — 
from  the  highest  towering  mountain,  down  to  the 
least  particle  of  dust — and  throughout  all  the 
sinuous  courses  of  nature,  are  visibly  to  be  seen 
His  wisdom  and  goodness.  He  has  wisely  insti¬ 
tuted  laws  in  every  branch  of  his  vast  dominions 

_ in  the  world  of  matter — in  the  world  of  mind — 

and  in  every  department  of  His  immense  creation 
can  be  viewed  in  characters  too  plain  to  be  mi.S;  : 
undeistood,  the  wi.se  regulations  of  Omnisciency. 
These  laws  are  not  inoperative,  but  operate  pow¬ 
erfully  ill  each  of  their  respective  spheres.  God  i 
rules  Ml  il'.e  kingdom  of  intellect  as  well  as  in  that  i; 
of  matter.  He  rewards  the  virtuous,  and  pun¬ 
ishes  the  vicious.  There  can  be  no  virtue  or 
vice,  but  what  will  receive  from  His  hand  its  re- 1 
ward  or  punishment.  We  are  aware  that  this  is, 
a  deviation  from  popular  opinion,  for  m  >uy  people  i 
sincerely  believe  that  the  ilivine  goveniment,  so  j 
far  as  this  state  of  existence  is  conccrind,  is  very 
imperfect.  They  virtually  impeach  the  impav- 
tialily  of  God,  and  declare  that  in  order  to  rectify  ' 
the  imperfections  of  His  moral  government  that 
accrue  iu  thi.-i  sta*e  of  being,  it  will  be  necessary  I 
to  adjudge  the  wicked  to  a  state  of  unending  de¬ 
spair,  and  exalt  llio  righteous  to  a  slate  of  endless 
jnv.  They  think  that  there  is  no  distinction' 
made  here  between  the  virtuous  and  vicious ;  that 
all  happens  indiscriminately  upon  the  good  and 
bad,  and  that  all  deed.s,  whether  good  or  bail, 
meet  with  no  reward  or  punishment.  They  will 
say  “  Hvre  is  a  man  living  in  ardiience  and  case,  ^ 
surrounded  with  all  the  good  things  of  this 
woild,  who  is  wholly  regardless  of  all  religious 
ordinances,  and  tramples  under  foot  all  the  sacred 
behests  of  high  heaven ;  and  here  is  his  neighbor, 
a  man  honest  and  upright  in  ail  his  dealings,  liv¬ 
ing  in  peiiuiy  and  want — with  his  family  reduced* 
down  to  the  most  distressiiig  state  by  the  ravages 
of  disease,  who  has  regaided  all  religious  duties, 
and  walked  in  all  the  coimnandnients  and  erdi-  . 
nances  of  the  Lord  blameless.  Can  Goil’s  dealing  j 
with  these  be  equal  and  impatiial  ?”  'riiediffi-* 
culty  iu  tliis  casiMS,  that  liiese  people  do  not 
hear  iu  mind  that  ilierc  are  undeviatiiig  laws  e.x- 
creisinat  an  influence  throughout  the  whole,  gov¬ 
ernment  of  God,  from  whicli  there  can  be  no  de¬ 
viation  without  causing  distuiljaiice  and  engen¬ 
dering  courusion.  There  are  laws  concc.'iiing
